Analysis . 

The  water  from  all  3 boreholes  and  a sample  taken  from  the 
premises  of  a private  consumer  wo  re  analysed  during  the  year  and  the 
County- Analyst  reported  as  follows s- 

A hard  water  of  an  exceptionally  high  organic  purity  and  as 
far  as  the  sample  from  private  premises  is  concerned  this  was 
reported  as  a thoroughly  wholesome  bacteriological  quality. 

Piped  Supply, 

There  is  now  only  one  house  which  is  not  directly  connected  to 
the  water  supply  and  no  complaints  have  been  received  and  this  has 
its  own  well  from  which  water  is  taken, 

Sewage  Disposal, 

(Phe  Radway  Groen  works  wore  taken  over  by  the  Ministry  during 
the  year  and  both  the  Longview  and  Day  Green  works  have  operated 
satisfactorily#

Tipping  control  was  exercised  and  there  have  been  no  complaints »

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

Frequent  inspections  were  made  of  shop  premises,  icecream 
manufacturers,  storage  accomodation  for  food,  slaughter  houses,  etc, 
and  no  cases  of  any  importance  had  to  be  dealt  with.  There  were 
however,  a considerable  number  of  cases  chiefly  from  Heathside 
College  where  small  quantities  of  tinned  food  was  found  to  be 
unfit  for  human  consumption.  The  contents  were  condemned  and 
in  most  cases  destroyed*
